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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2,4, and 5 are allowed over the prior art of record 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per independent claim 2, the recited limitations pertaining to the calculation of a 
steady state threshold T, as defined in applicant's specification page 15 lines 1-10, as the 
acceptable difference between LSP's of adjacent frames, is not explicitly taught by the prior art 
of record. 

An example of the prior art of record, Cong et al (6044343) teaches an observation 
sequence with respect to speech(Fig. 3, subblock 317, into 307, into 306) based on LSP 
calculations (col. 9 lines 40-65), including Euclidean distance between the LSP's (col. 2 lines 63- 
66, and col. 6 lines 5-7). Aoyagi (5826221) teaches a method for defining a threshold based 
upon the difference in LSP parameters in adjacent subframes (col. 4 lines 25- 50); however, 
Aoyagi utilizes the fourth sub-frame LSP values to interpolate the intermediate subframe values; 
and the threshold of Aoyagi is a preselected value whereas the claim limitations of independent 
claim 2 is based upon an acceptable difference between the LSPs of the adjacent frames when a 
steady-state condition T exists.

Furthermore, it would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art of speech 
frame processing at the time the invention was made to modify the teachings of the prior art of 
record to obtain the recited claim limitations of independent claim 2 above.
